Commencement 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Alumni  Association  took  place  the 
evening  of  June  10,  at  the  Park  Avenue  Hotel,  with  an  attendance 
of  105.

The  School  had  the  usual  good  for¬ 
tune  of  the  presence  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Appleton  of  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  but  regretted  the  absence  of  the  Director,  who  was  obliged 
to  be  in  Pittsburgh. 
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Commencement  exercises  took  place  on  June  11,  at  eleven  o’clock, 
in  room  213,  Mr.  Charles  Howland  Russell,  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  presiding.  Mr.  Andrew  Keogh  delivered  a  very  inter¬ 
esting  address  on  “The  Librarian  as  a  Unifier.”  The  diplomas  were 
bestowed  by  Mr.  Russell  and  the  certificates  by  Mr.  Appleton.  Many 
of  the  guests  visited  the  schoolroom,  after  the  exercises,  to  see  the 
gift  of  the  class  of  1915,  an  elaborate  work,  with  plates,  on  the 
“History  of  Writing,”  in  four  large  portfolios. 

Thirty-four  students  received  the  diploma  and  thirty-seven 
juniors  the  certificate.
